Washington, Nov. 7.— Still hoping 
that court developments at lndianap-| 
olis Saturday night point the way to \ 
an early ending of the coal strike. 
Government agents nevertheless put 
forward renewed and more deter- 
mined efforts yesterday to protect 
the public against distiess almost 
certain to resplt from a protracted 
suspension of mining operations. 

Realizing tlmt the country is bum- 
ins about three times as much coal' 
as the mines are turning out, the . 
railroad administration, the great 
I coal distributing agency, through its 
I recently created central coal com- 
mittee took drastic action in order 
ing that the supplying of coal to for- 
eign-owned ships in American ports 
be stopped immediately. 

With calls for assistance from com 
munities suffering from a coal short 
age growing more numerous, the 
railroad administration turned loose 
every available car to meet the ap- 
peals intfde for fuel. 

Before leaving Washington foi 
Indianapolis Assistant Attorney Gen- 1 
eral Ames, in charge of the Govern- 1 
ment's case, deidared there was no' 
change in its policy toward the 
strike and that he would endeavor 
to obtain a renewal of its temporary . 
injunction. | 
There were rumors, apparently^ 
j emanating' from high sources, that ; 
I the injunction hearing set for Sat- 
urday might go over one week with- 
out prejudice to either side. Equal' 
ly persisteiitlj{ were reports that Sam 
uel Gompers, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, would 
make a personal appeal to Attorney- 
General Pahner tomorrow for with- 
drawal of Lhe restraininfT order and 
all court proceedings on assurances 
that if thi.s were done the .strike 
could be settled and the men put to 
work in the mines in forty-flight 
hours. Mr. Palmer was out of the 
city, but the statement by Judge 
.\mes that the Government would 
not compromise the strike, which it 
held illegal, was accepted as the last 
word on the subject.

Describing efforts of the depart — 
ment of justice to drive down tljc 
cost of living. Attorney Genv^iu! f li- 
ber speaking before a meeting of the 
fair price committee, ma'yore of ci-^ 
ties and state ofTicials of Pcnasylvan^ - 
ia here, declared that if the people 
would increase their nj; liy 10 
per cent, the cost of living would i 
fall 20 per cent in a brief period of 
time. 

Mr. Palmer attacked the "buf 
now" campaign, declaring that "cur.

ELECTION AFTERMATH 

Viewed from a national stand- 
point, the five state elections held 
Tuesday were a dog fall. Not count 
ing Mississippi the political impor- 
tance attached to M;iiylaii.l and New 
Jt'isoy that went Democratic and 
Kentucky and .Massachusetts that 
went Republican. In Maryland the 
Republicans made gains but not 
enough to overefime the Democratic 
majority. , In Massachusetts the Re- 
publican i^ovemor running for re- 
eleMfort wa* forced t^'-iake the law 
and order end of the hbor situation, 
and won by 124,000. In Kentucky 
and New Jersey the dMainftnt party 
was in each instance changed by the 
liquor interests. In New Jersey the 
wets backed Edwards, Democrat, ov- 
erturning a Republican majority of 
58,000 and cairyinp: the Staic by 
15,000.

Otter a Sacred Animal. 
Thu.'i It came iiNoiit that the land 
dttiM- was regardtd ns too sacred an 
iinluinl to be klllfd by other than thu 
shamans, and neither Aleuthin natives 
nor tho.so of the lualnlaud would kill 
the otter until long after the coming 
of the Kus.slans. 

Sometimes It happened that the fast- 
ing and prayer In solitude did not 
bring to the would-be shaman the 
spirits craved. In this emergency he 
betook himself, still fasting, to tbe 
^rave of 8orae deceased shaman and 
pnssed a night with the corpse, takipg 
one of the teeth of the cadaver In his 
mouth. Upon the shaman's return to 
his tribe his sMll was then tested by 
a shaman of known powers.
